Mayor Roling announced that time had arrived for the public hearing on the proposed Public

Mayor Roling announced that time had arrived for the public hearing on the proposed Alley

RESOLUTION NO. 15-16 DIRECTING THE VACATION OF A PORTION OF

VACATED PORTION OF ALLEYWAY TO THE ADJOINING PROPERTY OWNER 

Roth moved with a second by Ernst to approve Resolution No. 15-16. Roll call vote carried 

unanimously. 

 

MICHELLE TAYLOR 

Michelle Taylor came before the Council with the request to close Market Street on Saturday, 

August 13, 2016 for a Farm to Table event. The event would include a sit down three course 

dinner prepared by local Chefs using local produce. The event might also include live music and 

a tractor for display purposes. Feuerbach moved with a second by Heiar to approve the street 

closure and event request. Motion carried unanimously. City Administrator Loras Herrig said he 

would send a formal letter to neighbors. Taylor then provided the Council with a list of Bellevue 

businesses that would like the Council to informally visit their business. Taylor also indicated 

this Marketing of Bellevue group has become a subcommittee under Bellevue’s Chamber of 

Commerce. The City then acknowledged the Chamber’s thank you note for their new 

informational board. 

 

EDITH PFEFFER 

Edith Pfeffer, Clinton County Commissioner for the Iowa Mississippi River Parkway 

Commission provided the Council with an update on the Iowa Great River Road. Edith then went 

onto discuss the benefits and impact of tourism in the area. Edith requested the Council review 



and adopt the 2015 Corridor Management Plan as a working document for the City. She also 

informed the board that their commission is seeking a Jackson County Representative, 

specifically a democratic or independent woman.  

 

BELLEVUE RV PARK NEIGHBORS 

Jim and Tina Allen, Curtis Carrier and Kristy Clarke provided a list of questions to the Council 

including how to be proactive in their communication with the new Bellevue RV Park. The 

Council suggested that the neighbors contact AJ Spiegel directly by phone to gain clarification 

on the project and for their privacy fence request. 

 

JULY MEETING DATES 

Due to July’s first Monday of the month falling on a Holiday, the Council agreed to one meeting 

on Monday the 18

. 

 

POLICY ON NUISANCE VIOLATION 

Councilmember Jayson Heiar expressed his concern on the City’s current Nuisance Violation. 

He questioned if it would be more beneficial to the City to be pro-active on violations and to 

consider how Maquoketa handles their violations with their Police enforcement versus waiting 

for a neighbor’s signed complaint. Herrig agreed to get feedback from Police Chief Lynn 

Schwager. Heiar also questioned why the City does not allow anonymous complaints. Herrig 

pointed out that the City has a resolution in place that requires signed complaints and other 

Councilmembers verbally agreed they were in favor for this resolution to remain in place.
